I watched some builders constructing a house the other day. 
I 
watched them dig in the ground for a foundation. 
I watched them as 
the foundation rose and the first pieces of timber were placed—and later 
I saw the completed frame, and later the finished building. 
Every step 
ahead had been carefully worked out and the builder consulted his charts 
as he went along. 
There were no false moves, no waste. 
He saw his 
building finished before he had even started that foundation! 
The greatest cause for the floundering of a human being is his 
neglect to plan out each step ahead. 
Planning the next step ahead is 
the secret of a well ordered and successful life.
